Australian Politics. 


Australian affairs, after a period of 
comparative obscurity, have re-emerged 
into an unenviable prominence.. Yester- 
day the Commonwealth Government was 
defeated on a censure motion by what Mr. 
Scullin was pleased to call an ‘‘ unholy 
combination of the Opposition and the 
Beasleyites.”” This combination was not 
altogether unexpected by the informed, 


who for some days had recognised that | 


the Government’s position must be most 
precarious if the Lang group, of which 
Mr. Beasley is the leader, brought matters 
to a head. The opportunity presented 
itself in relation to the Government’s 
employment of labour under the recent 
federal grants for unemployment relief. 
It was used with great promptitude. 
Accepting the verdict of the House of 
Representatives, Mr. Scullin, the Prime 
Minister, asked Sir Isaac Isaacs,. the 
Governor-General, for a dissolution, which 
probably will be granted to-day. The 
elections will be held in December or 
January, and, since they will apply not 
only to the House of Representatives, 
but to a half of those senators who are 
due to retire in June, their importance 
can be gauged at once. The final debate 
was acrimonious, and an unpleasant note 
was introduced by a personal attack 
on Mr. Theodore, the Commonwealth 
Treasurer, who, as the Opposition alleged, 
had been guilty of an inequitable distri- 
bution of the grant in favour of his 
own constituents. A. Royal Commis- 
sion to inquire into his .conduct was de- 
manded, but this project Mr. Scullin 
refused to entertain. 

The crisis may be viewed with mixed 
feelings ; for, though Mr. Scullin’s Govern- 
ment has left much to be desired, the 
standard of Australian politics, is 
so low that a change promises small 
improvement. Actually the achievements 
of Mr. Scullin’s régime have not soared 
beyond the imposition of a ruinous tariff 
and the conversion of the Australian 
internal debt, amounting to £556,000,000. 
No responsible person, however, will 
pretend that a Cabinet directed by Mr. 
Lang, of New South Wales fame, would 
have done better. Yet, in spite of their 
conspicuous shortcomings, Australia’s 
politicians—especially of the Socialist fold 
—yield to none in their unbounded self- 
confidence. Mr. Scullin himself gave 
ample proof of this dangerous quality 
by his remarkable announcement that the 
nation would be asked to confer sovereign 
powers by referendum on the Federal! 
Parliament, which would abolish the State 
Parliaments and would reduce the Pro- 
vincial Councils to the level of picturesque 
survivals. Such heroic proposals are un- 
settling for a country like Australia, 
where Communism is no mean force.

It seems, indeed, 
that “ Divvers’’ has become something of 
a formality. The examiners have not 
been anxious to penalise brilliant classical 
men or mathematicians for lack of 
Scriptural knowledge, and have been 
satisfied with rather sketchy answers to 
a few recurring questions—such as the 
routes of St. Paul’s various journeys. 
It is proposed now that a new statute 
shall introduce a better examination in 
Holy Scripture into Responsions, with 
the result that the work must be done at 
school and the test must be passed before 
matriculation. The Reverend Adam Fox, 
Fellow of Magdalen, objected that the 
schools had ceased to be bulwarks of the 
Bible, that masters were unwilling to 
teach it, and that crowded time-tables 
tended to exclude it. If he is right, the 
neglect of the Bible in schools puts an 
increasing responsibility on the old 
universities. Apart from the supreme 
issue of religious faith, the Bible is a 
treasure-house of literature and history; 
the English of the Authorised Version is 
one of the chief splendours of the British 
inheritance. If Oxford’s proposed statute 
compels all the public and secondary 
schools, Anglican and Nonconformist, to 
furnish adéquate teaching of the 
Scriptures, and makes adequate knowledge 
of them a condition of entrance to the 
University, it will have done true service 
to national education. At the worst, the 
“home of lost causes’’ will have offered 
a worthy challenge to the arrogance of 
modern materialism. 


The Floods. 


Is it fancy, or have floods become more 
frequent in Ireland during recent years? 
Certainly a very short interval seems to 
elapse between the news that now this area, 
and now that area, have been flooded out. 
The rainstorm of Sunday night and Mon- 
day has left a new trail of havoc behind 
it Throughout many southern and 
midland districts the floods have been 
described as the worst within living 
memory. Villages are almost “entirely 
under water; roads have become impase- 
able; property has been destroyed, and 
railway trains have been forced to take 
circuitous routes. Most of the southern 
rivers and canals have risen to un- 
common heights, and, overflowing their 
banks, have brought widespread desola- 
tion upon fields and houses. Here lies 
danger for the next few days; for the 
rivers continue to rise long after a storm 
has spent its force, and for some time 
yet their level must be watched with 
anxious eyes. Among many exciting inci- 
dents of the floods the adventure of the 
Dublin to Waterford train on Monday 
night must stand out most conspicuously 
On this occasion a large portion of the 
railway embankment at a point near Kil- 
kenny had been torn away, leaving a gap 
into which the train assuredly would have 
run to destruction; and only the dis- 
covery of the breach by a local farmer, 
who organised a party to attract the 
engine-driver’s attention, saved the loss 
of many lives. Happily, there is no news 
so far of loss of life in any district; but 
numerous families are homeless, and the 
resources of official and private philan- 
thropy will be taxed to combat widespread 
suffering. :

UNITY OF IRELAND. 


The College Historical Society met last night 
to discuss the motion that “The unity of 
Ireland is an impossible ideal.’’

#The Auditor said that the differences 
between Northern and Southern Ireland were 
mainly cultural, not in any way racial or 
lingual. 
difference between the imperialistic outlooks 
of North and South . in the North, the centre 
of imperialism was in London; in the South, 
in Rome; and he held that this difference 
since 1921 had been growing. He said the 
Free State must settle their own differences 
before the North joined in; that the Free 
State would have to make most of the moves

Mr. D..P. Owens, in moving the rejection 
of the motion, said that anyone who voted 
for this motion would be doing a disservice to 
this ideal and this country.

He regretted the weakness of both 
extreme elements in fanning the dying flames 
of Unionism and Republicanism. If India. he 
said, could attempt to solve their far greater 
difficulties and differences, Ireland shouid 
not decide for ever that her own unity was au 
impossible ideal. 

Mr W. B. Standf rd, seconding the notion 
said that every phase of the Irish character 
was not to agree. Unity in diversity was the 
spirit of Ireland. 3

CASE OF THE BORDER

[SE Anti-Dumping Order in Great 


Britain having become effective as 
from yesterday, the Customs and Revenue 
authorities in the Irish Free State have 
intensified their vigilance, and the closest 
watch is being kept against dumping. 

The situation officially remains as I 
indicated in Monday’s Jrish Times. No 
orders have yet been issued, for the reason 
that no intended dumping has been noti- 
fied. If, and when, this takes place, the 
authorities at Government Buildings will 
be notified, and an Order having imme- 
date effect will then be issued. 

The case of any attempt at dumping 
by air is equally well provided against. 
Baldonnel Aerodrome is the official land- 
ing place for all incoming aircraft. 
These, according to. regulations, are bound 
to notify in advance their intention to 
come to the Free State, and Customs 
officials will be in readiness to deal with 
them. 

The impression is growing that, so 
efficiently have the Free State depart- 
ments made their arrangements, that no 
dumping in an extensive way is likely to 
be attempted. 


‘PRIVY COUNCIL APPEALS.

A NEUTRAL ZONE. 


A message received by the Secretary- 
General from Dr. Sze this afternoon pro- 
posés that a neutral zone should be estab- 
ushed in the Chinchow district.

ELECTION IN JANUARY.

FOREIGN IMPORTS. 


The Committee stage of the Merchandise 
Marks Bill found Mr. Lemass a little 
more talkative and full of ideas for extend- 
ing the restrictions on trade marks of 
foreign imports.

NECESSITY FOR REVALUATION. 


¢--— 


BLYTHE, Minister for Finance, 
the second reading of the Railways 
(Valuation for Rating) Bill, 1931, said that 
the purpose of the bill was to avoid the 
danger that was very serious 0! the railway 
valuations being reduced to nil if the law 
remained as at present.. It was a very long 
time since the railways were re-valued, but 
no difficulty arose with the present system 
until the great decline in the railway under- 
takings in recent times. Some time ago 
there was a rough re-valuation, which the 
Minister for Local Government did not con- 
test. because it was felt that there was no 
satisfactory machinery for a thoradh re- 
valuation on the present, basis. The ‘Whilway 
companies agreed to co-operate with the 
Government in arranging the new basis of 
valuation. 

This bill followed the lines of the British 
bili, except that in this bill the principle of 
minimum valuation was introduced. That 
provision was necessary, because if it was 
not in the bill the valuation of certain 
sections might be reduced to mil by reason 
of certain allowances in respect of renewals 
of permanent way, fixed plant, and other de- 
ductions, including tenants’ capital at the 
rate of 15 per cent. It was perfectly clear, 
therefore, that a change was necessary. The 
bill included a number of changes, and pro- 
vided for quinquennial valuation. 

The bill removed the obligation on the 
Commissioner of Valuation and the courts 
to have regard to the practice of fixing the 
allowance for tenant capital at 155 per cent. 
A minimum valuation was also provided, so 
that even if the position of railway under- 
takings were to become worse they would 
never have a situation in which there would 
be a nil valuation. 

So far as the running line was concerned, 
that minimum valuation would be the 
agricnitural land valuation, and on station 
buildings and other  non-running line 
hereditaments it would be one-third of the 
1914 valuation. The railway companies had 
only been dissuaded from proceeding with 
applications for re-valuation in the present 
vear, because they were informed that this 
bill would be introduced. The bill 
probably give them some reduction in their 
total valuation. 


PIECEMEAL LEGISLATION. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., South Dublin City) 
criticised the policy of the Government in 
giving them legislation connected with trans- 
port matters in this picemeal fashion, and 
suggested that this hill should he held up 
pending the introduction of the Government's 
main transport proposals. 

Mr. CORISH (Labour, Wexford) said that 
the information that the railway valuation 
was not to be removed altogether would be 
welcome news to local authorities, who had 
suffered already by loss of rates. 


PROTECTION OF OTHER 
INTERESTS. 

Mr. MacENTEF (F.F., Dublin County) 
said that they should be very careful before 
granting concessions to the railways, having 
regard to the rights of other forms Of trans- 
enn and also of local authorities. The 
Minister, he added, had too much discretion 
with regard to the allowances that he might 
make, and he thought that the sub-section 
should be made more precise. 

Mr. DAVIN (Labour. Leix-Offaly) asked the 
Minister as to the reason for the urgency in 
favour of the bill before the Transport Bill 
was iftroduced. 


RIGHTS OF THE RAILWAYS. 

Mr. BLYTHE said that the reason for 
urgency was that if that bill or some similar 
bill was not passed, the valuation would in 
many cases be reduced to nil. They kept the 
railway companies for a couple of years from 
exercising their rights, because they informed 
them that that measure would be introduced 
as soon as possible. If that bill was not 
passed, or some other bill taking away their 
present rights from them, they would 
naturally exercise them by applving to the 
Gommissioner of Valuation, and, if not 
satisfied, would make an appeal which might 
result in the valuation being unreasonaply 
reduced. The bill would apply only to those 
things that were strictly necessary to the 
carrying on of the undertaking. The valua- 
tion in urban districts would approximate 
to the ground rent valuation, and in rural 
districts to the agricultural land valuation.

DESIGNS CALCULATED TO 
DECEIVE. 


The Committee stage of the Merchandise 
Marks Bill. 1931. was resumed. : 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, replying to Mr. Lemass, said 
it would be a hardship if commercial 
travellers’ samples, which might have to ls 
used in other countries, should bear an 
indication of origin. 

Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin, South) moved 
an amendment to Section 20, providing thai 
it would not be lawful to sell or import 
goods bearing marks or designs or descrip- 
tions calculated to deceive and to create fie 
impression that they were of Irish origin, 
whether they bore an indication of their 
origin or not. This would apply to such 
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emblems as the shamrock, the harp, or 
round tower. He made an exception where 
the place name oí the goods was a regular 
trade description usually applied to goods oí 
that class. 


Mr. ANTHONY (Ind. Labour, Cork) said 


that it would be easy to apply the amendment 
to place names, but there would be difficuity 
in applying it to marks and signs, for they 
could not claim to have the sole use of vhe 
harp, and they were not the only nation with 
round towers. 


MINISTER’S INTENTION, 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that the section 
was the most difficult one in the bill, but the 
bill had to be read in conjunction with the 
origiúál Act of 1887. He intended at a later 
stage to take the section dealing with adver- 
tising of goods from its position in the bill 
and make it apply generally, and not have 
an application to a particular classification of 
goods. 

He added that he thought it better to 
aliow the law as it stood in the Act of 1887, 
plus the powers sought under the present 
bill, because it would give them powers to 
punish in cases where there was a sale of 
goods which had a false description. He was

INCLUSION OF A CORK 
HOSPITAL. 


ANTHONY (ind. Lab., 
moved the second reading of the Public 
| Charitable Hospitals (Amendment) No. 3 
Bill, 1921, which he said provided for the 
inclusion in the Irish Hospitals Sweepstakes 
of the Fye, Ear and Throat Hospital, 
Western road, Cork. This hospital, he said. 
had ier many years catered for the poorest 
class of patients, and over sixty per cent. 
of the beds were being occupied by patients 
who paid nothing, but who were supported 
by poor law institutions, public bodies and 
private subscribers. Early this year the 
hospital made an application to be included 
in the original Act, but it was found that 
they were not strictly eligible. Since that 
time, however, other hospitals had come in 
because of certain other regulations made re- 
garding the qualifications for participating 
in the sweepstake. The hospita] Was without 
endowment or grant. 

Mr. B. M. EGAN (Govt., Cork), secondipg, 
pointed out that a similar hospital in Dublin 
had recently been included in sweepstakes 


MINISTER’S HOPE, 

Mr. FITZGERALD-KENNEY, Minister 
for Justice, said that he would not "ee 
the bill, and there was no ground on which 
they could discriminate between this hospital!

PROTECTING THE PUBLIC, 


Mr. LEONARD (Govt., Dublin North) 
moved the second reading of the Auctioneers, 
Vuluers, House and Estate AgM@ts Bill, and 
said that when the bill was First introduced 
it was suggested that it would have to be 
withdrawn and recast so as to include various 
amendments that had been snggested by 
deputies from ali parts of the House. He 
was indebted to several deputies for amend. 
ments which would undoubtedly improve the 
bill, and he and his co-movers of the bil! 
had unde:taken that these amendments would 
he proposed ta a Special Committee of the 
H{ouse which would be set up if the second 
reading was passed 

It was very doubtful if members of the 
House had any conception of the Joss which 
fraudulent auctioneers had in the past, and 
were at present inflicting on the public. The 
public were protected to a certain extent if 
a stockbroke: or a solicitor made default, or 
was guilty of fraud; but, if an auctioneer 
defrauded hig client, the client had no 
redress whatever; and, at present, there 
was nothing to prevent an auctioneer from 
repeating his action as often as he wished. 
Anyone, no matter how shady his 
antecedents might be, how small his capital 
might be, and who could scrape up ten 
pounds, the price of a licence, could place 
himself in the position of being able to help 
himself to other people's money. He quoted 
from documents showing that in the present 
year there was a total sum of £11,145 lost 
through fraudulent conversion and arrange- 
ments and judgments by auctioneers. Ninety 
per cnt. of the existing auctioneers had 
agreed that this bill was necessary, and had 
agreed to support it.

THE OPPOSITION’S VIEW.

sider whether it could be done by general bill. 


GOVERNMENT PARTY ATTITUDE. 


Mr. F. LYNCH. Minister for Fisheries, 
said that, while supporting the second read- 
ing of the bill, members of the Government 


Party were free to take their own line. Some 
such bill was necessary for the protection of 
the public. 

Dr. HENNESSY (Govt., Dublin, South) 
said that if the auctioneers only wanted to 
advance their own interests they would do 
much better by organising themselves into a 
trades union. 


Mr. DAVIS (Govt., Mayo, N.) said that 


the auctioneering would be confined to a 
very limited few. In a matter of this kind 
the public were free agents, and had the 
right of selecting their own auctioneer. lí 
there were disreputable auctioneers the man 
who now entrusted his business to one of 
them deserved to pay. The bill as it stood 
offered no indemnity to the public. He 
would be in support of the bill if any such 
protection was afforded. 

Mr. BURKE (F.F., Limerick) said that it 
was a shame to bring the bill before the 
House when other important measures, such 
i as the Transport Bill, were so long delayed. 


“ HIDING BEHIND THE PUBLIC.” 

Mr. NOLAN (Govt., Limerick) said it was 
mockery to say that the bill was for the 
protection of the public. ‘“‘ It is for the pro- 
tection of the auctioneers,”’ he said. ‘* They 
are a closed ring, and there is no ase in 
hiding behind the public.’’ 

Many auctioneers, said Mr. Nolan, had 
told him that they had joined the association 
or were forced into it because they were 
afraid that if they did not join it, and the 
bill became law, they might have difficulty 
in joining it afterwards. 

Mr. O'REILLY (F.F., Meath) said that it 
was advisable that, if auctioneering was to 
be made a profession, the Council proposed 
to be set up should get some form of 
examination for those entering the pro- 
fession. 

The second reading was agreed to, and 
the bil] was referred to a joint committee 
of both Houses. 


COUNTY COUNCILLORS’ 
EXPENSES, 

Mr. §. T. O'KELLY (F.F., North Dublin) 
moved for leave to introduce a hill entitled, 
an Act to amend Sub-section 2 of Section 63 
of the Local Government Act. 1925, and ex- 
plained that the purpose of the bill was to 
enable County Councillors who had to travel 
distances to meetings to he paid travelling 
exnenses if they attended fifty per cent. of 
the meetings every year. At present they 
had to attend seventy-five per cent. of the 


meciings. 

The MINISTER for LOCAL GOVERN- 
MENT, opposing the introduction of the bill, 
said that he did so, first, because it was un- 
deshable, and, secondly. because he did not 
was an amendment of local government 
lezislation on these minor matters when in 
a very short time the Government would be 
introdncing a measure intended to remodel 
the whole machinery of local government. 

On a division. the motion was defeated 
by 59 votes to 50.

THE DRUMM BATTERY. 


Mr. LEMASS (F.F., Dublin South) asked 
the Minister for Industry and Commerce to 
state the number of patent applications 
lodged in Great Britain since August, 1929, 
in the names of Mr. J. J. Drumm and Celia, 
Ltd., whether jointly or separately; to 
state the date, title and filing number of 
cach such application, and, in respect of each, 
whether anv patent had been sealed, com- 
plete specification lodged, accepted, and 
whether 1t had been abandoned. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, Minister for Industry 
and Commerce, said that one of the main 
objects of the code of patent law was the 
protecting and safeguarding of the interests 
of inventors, and of its financing them, and 
the deputy would, he felt sure, on further 
consideration of the matters referred to 
in his question, agree that it would not be 
in the interests of anv of the narties who 
had undertaken the development of the 
Drumm batterv to disclose information of the 
kind requested. 

Mr LEMASS asked was it not possible to 
get this information from any source. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN said that to disclose it 
wculd not be in the public interest. 

Mr. McGILLIGAN, replying to Mr. 
BRISCOE (F.F., Dublin, South), who asked 
as to the amount chargeable to date by the 
(Great Southern Railways in connection or 
arising out of the Drumm battery and experi- 
mental trains, referred the deputy to the 
hgures given in reply to a question on the 
iSth November, 1931. Those figures, he said, 
referred only to expenditure by. and liabilities 
of Celia, Ltd., and therefore did not include 
any item for charging stations. In a previous 
statement to the Dail on the 22nd November, 
1730, he (the Minister) referred to payments 
by way of indemnity that might have to be 
given to the Great Southern Railways Com- 
pany. No claim by way of indemnity hed as 
vet been made by the Railways Company. 
While he was not aware of the exact amount 
of possible claims, he had been informed that 
in amount they would not exceed the sum 
wentioned by him in his statement referred 


to. That sum wonld be about £25,000.

(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

When the hearing of further arguments was 
resumed in the case of Antonio Apicella and 
Matteo Constantino against Emilio Scala and 
the Trustees and the Committee of the Irish 
Hospitals: Sweepstakes, Mr. Justice Meredith 
observed that he had a feeling that although 
the case sometimes appeared to be extraordi- 
narily complicated there was a way of looking 
at it—if they could get at it—in which it 
would appear perfectly simple. 

The plaintiffs in the action are Italian hair- 
dressers residing in London, and they allege 
that they and the defendant, Emilio Scala, an 
Italian café propri2tor, residing in London, 
held together in a ''pool,” the ticket which 
won the first prize in the Irish Hospitals’ 
Sweepstake on the Grand National. This the 
defendant Scala denies. 

Mr. Gavan Duffy, K.C.; Mr. T. A. Finlay, 
K.C., and Miss Phelan (instructed by Messrs. 
Corrigan and Corrigan) appeared for the 
plaintiffs; Mr. Wood, K.C.; Mr. Fitzgerald, 
K.C., and Mr. Nolan-Whelan (instructed by 
Messrs. Taylor, Son, and Robinson) for the 
defendant, Emilio Scala; and Mr. Lavery, 
K.C., and Mr. MacFhionnlaoich (instructed 
by Messrs. Ruttledge and MacFhionnlaoich) 
for the Trustees and the Committee. 


THE CONTRACT. 
Mr. Justice Meredith said that during the 
course of the arguments he had said some- 
thing showing that his idea was that the

Mr. Wood said that there must be a specific 
ascertained article, ascertained in a manner 
binding on both parties. Never for one 
second had Scala parted with his property in 
the book in which the winning ticket was 
contained. 

At the time when the tickets were got, 
he conttmued, there was no concluded agree- 
ment, and, consequently, there could be no 
question of appropriation so far as Scala was 
concerned.

THE LOTTERY ACTS. 


Passing from the question of appropriation, 
Mr. Wood cited authority on the principle 
that joint ownership could not exist where 
one bought and paid, and said that in the 
present case Scala was the person who 
bought and paid. He also cited authorities 
on other principles in support of his con- 
tention that there was no transfer at any 
time of possession in the ticket from Scala 
to the plaintiffs. 

Coming to the Lottery Acts, Mr. Wood 


end, was a criminal offence under a statute 
which was applicable both to England. and 
to this country. 

Mr. Justice Meredith—You say there is 
nothing in the Hospitals Act of 1931 to 
affect that statute? | 

Mr. Wood—Yes, I do say that; the way 
in which I put it is this: The ambit of that 
Act enables certain specific things to be done 
within the jurisdiction of Saorstat Eireann, 
subject to the sanction of the Minister, and 
outside that ambit there is no relief. The 
Act does not repeal the statute which creates 
a criminal offence in respect to the sale of 
tickets or chances. 


THE VERBAL AGREEMENT. 

The verbal agreement pleaded by the plain- 
tiffs, continued Mr. Wood, was tainted with 
ijegality, not only in England, but in the 
Free State. 

Mr Justice Meredith—The agreement was 
not for the sale of a share in a ticket, but 
in a document under which they were to 
become joint purchasers. 

Mr. Wood—Then it is the publication of a 
proposal in respect to a lottery in which they 
were to become joint adventurers.

BELFAST BARMAID’S CLAIM. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

When the day’s hearing of the Scala case 
had concluded, 

Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., with whom 
was Mr. R. McGonigle (instructed by Mr. 
J. A. McArevey), said that he had an 
ex parte application to make, for leave to 
serve a concurrent writ out of the jurisdic- 
tion, and he was sorry to say that it was 
another sweepstake action.

Mr. Justice Meredith—That is not another 
of Mr. Scala’s friends?

The 
plaintiff asked for a declaration that she 
was entitled to a quarter share of the ticket 
No. BBY 9514 in the Hospital Sweepstake, 
which drew Truncheon, which ticket was 
held by the defendant Allen, and she claimed 
an injunction against the defendants named, 
as well as the Hospitals’ Trust, and conse- 
quential relief. 

In her affidavit the plaintiff stated that 
she sold the ‘cket across the counter to 
one of the defendants—she could not recall 
which—he paying her 5s. and the other 
2s. 6d., and she adding 2s. 6d. herself. She 
returned the counterfoil to Dublin, and when 
she got the receipt she told Smyth when he 
visited the public-house. 

Mr. Justice Meredith granted the applica- 
tion.

MEATH PARTNERSHIP ACTION. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 

The hearing of the action of Thomas 
Connolly, of Gurnett’s Great, Summerhill, 
County Meath, against Mrs. Mary Connolly, 
of Flat House, er an and James Con- 
nolly, of Garadice, County Meath, was ve- 
sumed. 

The plaintiff, as administrator of the 
estate of Joseph Connolly, deceased, and 
also in his personal capacity, claimed a de 
claration that Michael Connolly, late of Flat 
House, Dunboyne, deceased; Joseph C'on- 
nolly, late of Garadice, deceased, and he car- 
ried on the business of farmers and cxttle 
dealers in partnership under the uaine of 
Connolly Bros.; that lands, stock and crops 
at Garadice and Oldtown were part of the 
assets of the partnership; and that the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the lands, stock and 
crops were held upon trust for the partner- 
ship.

WHAT GOING OFF GOLD WOULD MEAN 
TO SOUTH AFRICA. 

General Hertzog, the South African Premier, 
once again reiterated in the Union Parliament 
that South Africa would not abandon the gold 
standard. The Exchange reports that the 
Premier said that if the Union left the gold 
standard it left all standards. Devaluation 
would be the repudiation of all South Africa’s 
debts, and asked since when had it become a 
moral virtue to do a thing of that kind when 
a country was not bankrupt. In the past 
such steps had caused war. South Africa 
owed Great Britain £400,000,000, and now the 
Opposition wished for devaluation in order to 
put £100,000,00C into South Africa’s ket. 
General Hertzog went on to attack what he 
called the “ pocket patriotism’’ of the gold 
industry, which, he said, would benefit by 
over £9,000,00G by the abandonment of the 
gold standard.

A Circuit Court to the long-standing 
dispute between two rival packs of 
foxhounds in Bree, Co. Wexford, when Judge 
Devitt was occupied for three hours with a 
claim by Mr. Harold Lett and others, as mem- 
bers of the Hunt Committee, against Colonel 
T. Ryan for £50, being £50 alleged to be the 
balance of funds of the point-to-point races in 
1929 and £20 damages for the refusal of Colonel 
Ryan to hand over to plaintiffs the Hunt Club 

minute book and other documents. 

After Mr. J. R. Brennan, solicitor, for the 
‘ plaintiffs, had outlined the circumstances of the 
case, Mr. Esmonde, barrister-at-law (instructed 
by Mr. J. J. Bolger, solicitor}, who ap ared 
for Colonel Ryan, defendant, said that lonel 
Ryan was fighting the case on principle. The 
balance of the money in question would be 
roved to be 10s. od, not £30, and Colonel 
yan denied the right of the plaintiffs to the 
balance of the money or to the custody of the 
minute book and die documents, as he held 
that the plaintifis were not the lawfully con- 
stituted committee of the Bree Hunt, and that 

they had no iegal right to bring the action, 


THE MASTERSHIP. 


From the evidence of Mr. John Doran it ap- 
peared that, we to a dispute over the 
mastership of the hunt, a meeting of all the 
land and covert owners and subscribers was 
held in October, 1930, and Mr. J. W. E. 
Jackson was elected Master. A rival pack, 
with Mr. L. Sweetman as Master and Colonel 
Ryan as secretary. was then started, and they 
both hunted the country during the 1930-51 
season. In October, 1951, another meeting of 
all who were interested in the hunt was held 
to decide which of the two hunts would have 
the Bree country for the current winter. The 
hunt of which Colonel Ryan was secretary had 
the majority of votes at this election. The 
hunt of which witness was secretary would 
not hunt the country this season. 

Mr. Harold Lett swore that he believed from 
his recollection that £30 was the balance of 
money after the 1929 point-to-point meeting 
of the Bree Hunt. Colonel Ryan wag then 
secretary of the hunt. There was no other 
hunt at that time. 

In cross-examination, the witness was shown 
an account of the point-to-point expenses, and 
he said that he was quite satisfied that the 
balance was not £350, but that a sum of £10 
voted to Mr. Sweetman was illegal expendi- 
ture. 

Mr. Doran, recalled, said that the £10 was 
authorised by the Committee. 

Mr. Esmonde said that the only balance on 
the account now was 10s. 2d. 

Asked if he recognised the present Bree 
Hunt,Mr. Lett said that he would not recog- 
nise the right of the Wexford Hunt to hand 
over the country to a pack of poachers who 
hunted the country last year. 

Asked if he had put poison notices on his 
land, witnoss said that he did, to protect his 
sheep from dogs. He never laid down poison, 
but the notices were there. 


JUDGE’S COMMENTS. 


Judge Devitt gave his decision at this 
stage. He said that the people he had most 
sympathy with were not those who wanted 
to be masters or members of a hunt com- 
mittee, but those who wanted to be able to 
get up on a fine hunting morning and join 
their clnb without being bothered about 
disputes. He was quite satisfied that the 
Hunt Committee that gave instructions to 
take this action were the committee 
appointed after the general meeting in 
October, 1930, and they were pertectly 
entitled in May, 1930, when the action was 
started, to call upon Colonel Ryan to hand 
over the books and the money. Colonel 
Ryan’s duty, at that time, was to hand 
then over. But in October, 1931, another 
a meeting of the people of the Bree 

unt country decided that. Mr. Sweetman’s 
Hunt was to be the Bree Hunt, and every- 
one in Co. Wexford should bow their heads 
to that decision. It might be that next 
year Mr. Jackson, or Mr. Lett would be 
elected, as the feelings of the people seemed 
to be fickle. 


UNDESIRABLE. 


It would be undesirable, however, to make 
any order to return the books or the money 
to plaintiffs, because Mr. Sweetman’s Hunt 
Secretary would be entitled to write imme- 
diately and demand them back, as the Bree 
Hunt were the proper custodians of these 
things. 

Mr. Esmonde said that Colonel Ryan's 
grievance at that time was that the com- 
mittee was not carrying out its duties 
properly. They “i not deal with the 
quéstion of the ownership of the hounds. 

The Judge said that it would be un- 
desirable if fox hunters could not appoint 
a committee and carry on their business 
without following the strict letter of the law. 
He would be very glad if both sides could 
ecme together again. The law never asked a 
judge to do foolish things, and it would be 
foolish to give an order to the Hunt Com- 
mittee of 1 to have the books, etc., when 
the Committee of 1931 could immediately 
demand them back again. 

At the Judge’s suggestion the rties 
agreed that no order be made, and the de- 
fendant to pay £8 8s. towards the plaintiffs’ 
costs.

These premises were uired for Messrs. 
Fitzgerald and Co., Ltd., by Mr. Valentine 
Miley, of Messrs. Miley and Miley, solici- 
tors, of 12 South Frederick street, acting in 
collaboration with Mr. T. Morgan Good, of 
Messrs. Garvey and Good, surveyors and 
valuers, of 20 Lincoln place, Dublin. At the 
same time Mr. Miley concluded the sale of 
a Fitzgerald’s premises in Middle Abbey 
street, 

The front of the building, illustrated here, 
consists of two very handsome shops, one on 
either side of a central entrance. The hall 
and entrance lobby, which are spacious, are 
panelled in teak, with blue mirrored glass 
moulding. The staircase is well lighted, and 
a lift takes passengers to the various offices in 
the building, which have been let. 

To the left of this lift is the entrance to 
Messrs. Fitzgerald’s own part of the building. 
This consists of commodious offices on the 

round floor, wine vaults, cordial and ferment- 
ing stores, tea mixing machinery, and a large 
garage, and, on the first and second floors, 
further offices and extensive tea and wine 
storage. In the basement are located a large 
strongroom, staff lavatories, and central heat- 
ing installation. 

The. method of construction employed in 
this part of the building has been to carry 
the weight-bearing concrete floors on girders 
and staunchions, independently of the existing 
walls in every case. An interesting feature of 
this work has been the employment of ‘‘ Ten 
Test *’ put down on horsing boards before 
the concrete was filled in. The object of this 
method, while saving time and expense hb 
gaining the effect of a completed plaster ceil- 
ing in one operation, has been to provide an 
insulating layer, and to prevent any on- 
densation. here is an electric goods lift 
capable of raising three-quarters of a ton to 
the various stores. In the construction of this 
part of the building the architect has pro- 
vided for a maximum of daylight. Every 


| department is completely up to date, and em- 


bodies all the latest ideas for the successful 
working of a tea and wine merchant’s busi- 
ness. 

The alteration to the front elevation of the 
building, with its decided Venetian type of 
Gothic architecture, and the existing stone 
doorway to one side, set the architect a diffi- 
cult problem, as it was desired to incorporate 
a central entrance. It will be seen from 
our photograph that an imposing entrance 
doorway, some sixteen feet high, has been 
provided in the centre of the front, with the 
stone doorway removed. This type of door- 
way is of free classic design, and has been 
treated with handsome stone carving and 
mouldings with a free Gothic feeling. The 
stone work to the front was executed in Port- 
land stone. The two teak wood shop fronts 
have also been treated with Gothic moulding 
to harmonise with the super-structure, and 
the space over the transomes is filled with 
chromium-plated copperlite glazing. 

All the teak joinery to the shop fronts, en- 
trance doors, lift enclosure, etc., has been 
carried out in figured teak. A modern touch 
is given to the teak fronts by the introduction 
of chromium-plated dentil blocks. The circu- 
lar fansash is also chromium-plated on copper, 
and the two lamps either side of 
the entrance are a combination of 
chromium-plated copper and green copper. 
“Stic B' paint, lined out with ashlar 
joints was used for the decoration of the 
shops, staircases and many of the offices. 
This is a form of silicate paint, well known 
for its permanent qualities.

A striking example of the value of com. 
bined steam power and heating as applied to 
buildings is the Royal York hotel, Toronto, 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway Co., connect- 
ing to the Union Station by a tunnel the 
largest hotel in the British Empire. This 
hotel has 1,069 bedrooms, and is 404}ft. in 
height from the street level to the roof. 

The total power and heating plant is ex- 
tensive, and a great part of the electricity 

uired is generated on the premises. 

_For the steam heating and power geners- 
tion there are three h.p. back-pressure 
vertical oe engine gets, made in Bir- 
mingham. ese engines are each direct 
coupled to a d.c. electrical generator, while 
the steam pressure at the top valve is 150lb.- 
1801b. square inch. In this manner elec- 
tricity to the extent of about 1,250 k.w. is 
provided on the most efficient lines, with com- 

lete utilisation of all the exhaust steam for 

eating and hot water supply. 

The control of the temperature throughout 
is automatic, giving about 70 deg. F. in bed- 
rooms, bathrooms and diningrooms, 66 deg. 
F. in kitchens and laundries and 65 deg. to 64 
deg. Fahr. in the ballrooms, the thermostatic 
control systems being on elaborate lines. The 
hot condensate from the heating system is re- 
turned to the boiler plant by means of elec- 
trically-driven centrifugal pumps discharging 
to a main return tank, from which other 
we pass it to the boilers or other place 
of use.

THE PUBLIC WORKS 
EXHIBITION. 


The Public Works, Roads and Transport 
Congress and Exhibition, which was held last 
week in the Royal Agricultural Hall, London, 
afforded the public a unique opportunity 
of seeing the largest range of roadmaking ma- 
chinery and various appliances used in public 
works undertakings yet brought together in 
any country. Municipal officials from ail 
parts of the United Kingdom and from 
abroad visited the exhibition and Congress. 
There is now widespread recognition of the 
fact that Britain takes the lead in designing 
and building special machinery for road- 
making and in the preparation of materials 
for maintaining road surfaces. It is cratify- 
ing to see many of the leading British manu. 
facturers not only producing efficient labour 
saving machinery which is finding big markets 
abroad, 
British motorist with still better roads. 

Seldom at anv exhibition held in London 
was there brought together a creater amount 
of heavy machinery than at the one which 
clased last Saturday. It is calculated that 
approximately 250,000 tons of British-built 
machinery was represented this year. The 
exhibits included giant excavators and trench 
diggers, great tarmacadam plants, ore 
crushers, heavy mining plant and machinery. 
Steam and motor road rollers (weighing up 
to 13 tons) and other devices used in the 
construction of modern highways and public 
works undertakings. 

Over 1,000 surveyors and road engineers, re- 
presenting local authorities throughout “the 
[United Kingdom, as well as many leading 
cities abroad, met to discuss aspects of their 
work. Never hefore has so great a number 
of firms taken part in the exhibition, and the 
exhibition authorities state that never have 
there been so many new ideas for improved 
road conditions, giving a creater degree of 
safety to motorists and pedestrians. Traffic 
signs and signals of all types, road markings 
and novel types of dav and night illnminated 
beacons are among the items on view. 

As regards road surfaces, several exhibits 
show improved methods of laying asphaltic 
and macadam roads and wood pavinc blocks, 
hut special interest was centred upon the 
latest tvpe of hivhwav const ruction—the cast- 
iron rord. Outside the exh?hition hall a sec- 
tion of iron roadway was laid. to demonstrate 
a non-skid and long-wearing surface, and at 
the same time to show a new and valuable 
outlet for Britain’s iron trade. 

Several new tvpes of road rollers were seen, 
including the three-roller tvpe. the claims of 
which are the elimination of “‘ waving’’ when 
rolling meeadaig and asphalt surfaces.

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CRITICAL STRESS FOR 
CONCRETE. 


a ween 

At a general meeting of. the Institution of 
Structural Engineers in London a paper on 
‘“ The Influence of Rapdily Alternating Load- 
ing on Cuncrete and Reinforced Concrete’’ 
was read by Dr. E. Probst, of Karlsruhe 
Technical College. The lecturer said that 
since the time when reinforced concrete was 
first used as a part of framed structures up 
lo the present time, research werk had 
helped to develop our knowledge of the 
characteristics of the material concrete ‘and 
of reinforced concrete structures. ‘here were 
two most important problems to be cleared 
in the future :—(1) The corrosion of cement, 
concrete and reinforced concrete’ by sul- 
jshates. alkalies, acids, etc. (2) The influence 
of rapidly alternating loadings on the 
strength and elasticity of concrete and rem- 
forced concrete structures. 

Tinder the direction of the lecturer the 
laboratory in Karlsruhe had been working on 
both problems for the iast ten years. His 
Saper gave a brief report of the results of 
research into the second problem ‘To answer 
the main question on the strength and elas- 
ticity of concrete, it was necessary to study 
the following partial problems :— 

(1) What was the influence of alternating 
axial compression or tension loadings? 

(2) In what way did they influence the 
strains and stresses in a section of a beam 
under bending moments? 

(á) What was their influence on the for- 
mation of cracks and their result on the 
breaking load? 

All the investigations had been made with 
concrete material of the same composition 
as used, for instance, in reinforced concrete 
T-beams. About 522lb. of Portland cement 
in 1 cubic yard of concrete, with 37 per 
cent. good sand from the Rhine (0-1/5in. 
size), and 63 per cent. gravel, with lin. 
greatest diameter, were mixed with a water 
cement ratio of 0.6. The mixture was plastic 
not too dry and not too wet, and was iden 


| tical with 1 part of cement to 7 parts of 
| aggregate in weight with a water percentage 


ef 7.5 per cent. 

It was evident that any difference in the 
composition of the concrete material would 
change the elasticity under alternating joad- 
ing as well as under a progressive one, but 
the purpose of their investigations was te 
compare the influences of aiternating with 
progressive loadings. In this case the age of 
the concrete material, the number of alter- 
nations, lhe capacity and rapidity of the 
loadings were decisive for the relation be- 
tween strains and stresses. 


Conclusions. 

The following conclusions might be drawn 
from these investigations for the design of 
concrete and reinforced concrete structures: 
There existed a critical stress for concrete in 
compression and tension. Loading below 
this stress strengthened the material and 
rendered it elastic. For this reason, it was 
advisable to provide for a critical limit, as 
high as possible, in the case of structures 
subjected to high alternate stresses. This 
meant a niaterial of great strength and elas 
ticity. 

In order to restrict the formation of the 
macks as far as possible in structural parts 
subjected to bending moments a reduction 
of the permanent and plastic compressive 
strains in the concrete was necessary. A>» 
the permanent strains included those caused 
by shrinkage, the age of the concrete played 
an important part. After some time—about 
xix months—the increase of these strains 
practically ceased, and the moisture and the 
temperature of the air had a variable in- 
fluence, but not as great a one as by shrink- 
age due to hardening during the first months. 
Thus it was necessary to counteract the 
strains due to hardening bv keening thea 
structures wet as long as possible. The 
must essential result was that alternatiny 
lcadings below the critical strains and stresses 
did not influence the load of rupture. 

Finally, the investigations had shown that 
in reinforced concrete beams subjected to 
bending moments the cracks breathed—i.e.. 
they opened by the loading and practically 
closed by unloading—-as long as the reinforce- 
ment was not stressed beyond the elastic 
limit of the steel.
